Mr. Truman Goes West 
(By Holme» Alexander) 


WASHINGTON, D. C , May 14.—President Truman will soon bo 
off on a trip to the West Coast which a White House spokesman Insists 
is a non-political journey. 
Unlikely as it seems, this could be a solemn truth. 
There art 
good and substantial reasons why a president should get out of Wash­ 
ington and show himself to the people. 
We do not. in America, go in 
much for the sort of royal appearances where the mere presence of the 
king and queen constitutes a patriotic occasion. 
Our First Citizens are 
not sacrosanct, not born or trained to the purple and they arc. by the 
nature of their job. leaders of their party as well as heads of state. 
Revival Would Not Hurt 
But a little of the royal touch would not hurt us In this year of 
grace and at this season of the political calendar. 
A revixal of rever­ 
ence for the post which Mr. Truman holds and which only 33 other men 
have held before him would not be amiss. 
It would be laudable—if it 
were possible—for the President to tour the country over which he 
resigns and to a certain extent which he rules, shake hands with the 
people, talk to them face to face about national and world problem,, 
taking good care to do or say nothing that could possibly be related 
to the coming events of a certain Tuesday next November. 
What Nation Needs 
For the nation needs, as everybody know« something to remind 
us that we are a family-group, a commonwealth and a spiritual union. 
Rigid now In Washington there are misguided zealots picketing the 
i White House and threatening a campaign of civil disobedience against 
the segregation aspects of our military defense. 
Not long ago Senator 
Taylor, candidate for an office second only to the presidency, went 
through the silly publicity stunt of getting himself arrested for disturb­ 
ing the jjence in Alabama. 
Only a week or so back, we witnessed 
John L. Lewis, whose gray hairs and long service should make him 
the dean of labor leaders, being punished by the Court for defying 
the laws of the land. 
We find oit the other side of the ledger, a 
growing tendency among ultra-reactionaries to call for censorship and 
repressive law which show a singular lack of faith in our traditional 
systems of government. 
Need Emotional Pick-up 
And this, and a good deal more, tells us that we need an emotional 
pick-up. an upsurging demonstration of love and admiration for th's 
country of ours. 
The President's transcontinental journey could sup­ 
ply the opportunity. 
Mr. Truman, of course, is an announced candidate 
for public office. 
But at this tempestuous season we are apt to forget 
that he is also a symbol of our national life. 
He is. like the flat», an 
emblem of our hard-won and bravely-preserved Land of the Free. 
It 
w’ould be a great thing for the country, and a great thing for our stand­ 
ing abroad, if Mr. Truman could be cheered from sea to shining sea. 
Circumstances Must Coincide 
But to make this even a possibility, two happy circumstances must 
coincide. 
First of all. Mr. Truman on this trip must behave himself as rojally 
as is befitting in a democratic republic. 
He must show himself im­ 
partially in the company of governors and mayors of both parties 
must make his speeches before non-partisan, even non-political gath er­ 
ings such as commencement exercises, town socials and fraternal or­ 
ganizations. 
Grinning h andshakes w ith bosses and boosters should he 
taboo on this ride, and it would be just as well if Mr. Truman went 
the whole way without once mentioning the names of Jefferson, Wilson 
and F. D. Roosevelt. 
Reception Means Murk 
But all of the President's efforts to make this a patriotic journc 
would be in vain if he got no cooperation in the lands of his visit, llie 
sort of reception he gets will mean much, lor Mr. Truman is an ex­ 
traordinarily responsive person 
Ile likes to he liked 
He smiles when 
the world smiles with him. and he responds generously to warmth and 
approbation. 
His two appearances before Congress this year show 
that part of his nature

U.S. Is Still One 
Of Less Densely 
- Settled Countries 
NEW YORK. V. Y , May 14.- 
AIt hough the density of popula­ 
tion in the United States ha* in­ 
creased nearly 90 percent since 
1900. ours Is si ill one of the Ion* 
densclv settled countries of the 
world and will continue to be so 
for many years to come, the statis­ 
ticians of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company forecast 
There ate now about 48 person* 
per square mile of land area In 
our country and tt is unlikely that 
the density will exceed 62 persons 
per square mile by 1975. 
This 
compares with about 725 persons 
per square mile In England and 
Wales, and 700 in Belgium. 
Some of our states approach the 
figures for the heavily populated 
areas of Europe. 
Rhode Island, 
with about 720 persons per square 
mile Is the most densely popu­ 
lated state. 
Following, in order, 
are Massachusetts, with 598: New 
Jersey, with 590: Connecticut, with 
412; and New York with 294. 
Every state has shown an in­ 
c re a se in density ot population be­ 
tween 1900 and 1947, hut the rela­ 
tive rise varied markedly from 
one state to another. The increase 
ranged from 4 per cent in Vermont 
to 563 per cent in California, which 
climbed from 36th place among the 
states in 1900. to 18th place In 
1947 with respect to population 
density. 
Since 1940. the density of pop­ 
ulation actually decreased in 11 
states, moRt of them in the South 
Central and Great 
Plains area _ 
which in large measure reflects th«*’ 
accelerated movement of popula­ 
tion during recent years from farm 
to nonfarm and urban areas, ac­ 
cording to statisticians.

was damaged. 
Hefore leaving the plant with 
their hostages the gang released 
a number of hogs and cattle from 
the pens and drove them into the 
.surrounding area. 
Reports reaching police at South 
Si Paul said that the damage to 
the plant was extensive, but no 
estimate of it was made. 
Police said there was no further 
word from Sheriff Granquist since 
he left for the Newport area, and 
he had made no request for aid. 
The latest report of violence in 
Minnesota came as Gov. Luther 
W. Youngdahl called upon police 
to exhaust alt possible methods to 
‘ restore law and order" before 
seeking aid from state troops tn 
the packingj |trtke.
